Thomas J. Watson, Head of Business Ma- 
chines Corporation, Also Cites Short- 
ened Hours of Work at Better Pay. 


Thomas J. Watson, president of 
International Business Machines 
Corporation, told the Monopoly 
Committee today that machines and 
mass production had created many 
more jobs than they had eliminated. 

“By the use of improved ma- 
chines, we have been able to short- 
en working hours and at the same 


time increase wages and reduce the 
price of manufactured goods, re- 
sulting in the highest standards of 
living in the world,” Watson said. 

Machines “have not caused un- 
employment in general, .although 
there are undoubtedly specific in- 
stances in which they have done 
so,” the industrial leader said. 

Watson cited these examples of 
machines and employment: 

In 1890, before the typesetting 
machine came into general use, 
there were 30,000 compositors in 
printing plants of the country. In 
1930 there were 184,000. 

In 1870, before the typewriter, 
only 2100 of every 1,000,000 persons 
were engaged in office work. Now

In 1890, before the accounting 
machine, there were 159,000 book- 
keepers and accountants. In 1930 
there were 931,000. 

Watson said his corporation’s 
plant at Endicott, N. Y., had been 
able to shorten the work week from 
48 to 40 hours, ‘ncrease average 
hourly pay from 58.6 to 89.5 cents, 
and increase average annual earn- 
ings and total employment from 
1926 to 1939. 

He said “science and invention 
and better co-operation between 
business, labor and government 
must be credited with having re- 
duced the hours of labor by more 
than 40 per cent and with having 
increase the wage by 300 per cent” 
since 1860. 

“We either must improve and 
develop these tools or we must be- 
gin to throw them away and go 
back to the $288 annual wage for a 
64-hour work week and then to 
whatever conditions prevailed be- 
fore 1860,” Watson said. 

“What we need is more science, 
‘invention and machines.”

Under the original presidential 
order for the riverfront memorial, 
the old Courthouse, now used only 
by two Justice of the Peace courts 
and some miscellaneous occupants, 
was listed as one of the structures 
of historic interest to be preserved, 
but later documents omitted the 
courthouse, the Mayor said to re- 
porters. He related that he and 
City Counselor Edgar H. Wayman, 
visiting Washington a month ago, 
had convinced Ickes and National 
Park Service officials that the 
omission was an error. 

A historical advisory board of 
the park service had reported 
against inclusion of the century-old 
courthouse in the memorial. Mayor 
Dickmann explained that he made 
inquiry about the situation today 
because the city’s annual budget 
was under preparation and he de- 
sired to know whether further 
funds would have to be provided 
for upkeep of the structure. As an 
ordinance authorizing transfer of 
the courthouse to the Government 
was passed some time ago, the 
change of ownership would be ef- 
fective immediately on approval by 
the President, the Mayor said. 

Ickes also told Dickmann he 
would be glad to discuss with Frank 
C. Wright, railroad specialist of the 
RFC, the recent proposal for a con- 
ference of the heads of the 15 rail- 
roads comprising the Terminal 
Railroad Association, to be called 
by Ickes as a mean of impressing 
them with the importance of re- 
moving the Terminal’s elevated line 
from the memorial site.

Intervention is sought specifi- 
cally in the case in which the Pu- 
litzer Publishing Co., publisher of 
the Post-Dispatch has applied for 
a writ of certiorari, or review, in 
the $2000 fine against the corpora- 
tion for publication of two editori- 
als and a cartoon relating to the 
Nick-Brady charges. The fine was 
imposed by Circuit Judge Thomas 
J. Rowe of St. Louis, who also or- 
dered jail sentences and fines for 
Ralph Coghlan, editor of the edi- 
torial page, and Daniel R. Fitzpat- 
rick, editorial cartoonist. Their ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court took the 
form of an application for writs of 
habeas corpus. 

To File Brief if Permitted. 

If the Supreme Court permits 
the intervention, counsel for the 
association—former State Senator 
Nick T. Cave of Columbia and for- 
mer State Attorney-General Jesse 
W. Barrett of St. Louis—will be 
authorized to file a written brief, 
to be considered by the Court in 
disposing of the certiorari matter. 

In the association’s application 
it is recalled that Judge Rowe de- 
nied this organization the right to 
intervene as a friend of the court 
before him, in its desire to be heard 
on its.views of the issues of law 
involved.

“In this region (Oslo) — alone, 
among the numerous and sundry 
booty, 83 guns, 80 machine guns, 20,- 
000 rounds of artillery ammunition 
and 1,000,000 rounds of infantry 
ammunition were taken from Nor- 
wegian troops. 

“The navy continued its subma- 
rine hunt in the Skagerrak and 
Kattegat.

Mine 
operations for protection of Nor- 
wegian ports and shutting off the 
Skagerrak continued. 

English War Material. 
“Sifting ammunition found in 
Norwegian ports, a large quantity 
of English war material, mines 
among it, was confiscated. 

“Speed boats on patrol in Har- 
danger Fjord destroyed one Nor- 
wegian torpedoboat. 

“Augmenting the earlier report- 
ed torpedoing of a cruiser of the 
Glasgow class north of the Shet- 
lands, the commander of a U-boat 
which returned from a long-dis- 
tance cruise reported that the 
cruiser, heavily protected by enemy 
destroyers, was destroyed by an in- 
ternal explosion immediately after 
she had been struck by a torpedo.

Whatever Germany’s aims, it is 
a fact that Southeastern European 
countries are waging a relentless 
campaign to exterminate pro-Nazi 
elements suspected of preparing the 
way for an eventual German in- 
vasion. They began acting after 
the German invasion of Norway. 

Hungary, Yugoslavia and Ru- 
mania met the asserted threat by 
clamping a tighter control on all 
foreigners, and the last two coun- 
tries went forward with plans to 
expel numerous Germans. 

All three governments, and Tur- 
key as well, were on the alert for 
nationals of pro-Nazi leanings. 

Turkish Ex-Minister Held. 

At Istanbul, a former Minister 
of National Economy, Sirri Beliog- 
lu, was under arrest, charged with 
lobbying among army, navy and 
Government officials against Tur- 
key’s mutual assistance pacts with 
Great Britain and France. 

In Hungary, police kept a close 
watch on former Premier Bela Im- 
redi, who has been accused of 
“playing the German game.” Usu- 
ally reliable sources said 3000 Ger- 
man agents, 30 of them said to be 
operatives of the Gestapo—the Ger- 
man secret police—are operating in 
Hungary. 

The Budapest Chief of Police 
warned the population thet “gossip 
mongering” would be punished by 
internment. It was reported that 
numerous persons had been arrest- 
ed in cafes and other places for 
endangering Hungary's interests by 
spreading false news. 

Hungary, Rumania and Yugo- 
slavia are watching their German 
minorities carefully. 

King Carol’s Efforts. 

In Rumania, King Carol contin- 
ued his efforts to rally Opposition 
leaders behind him. His appoint 
ment of Victor Antonescu, former 
Ambassador to France, as a mem- 
ber of the Crown Council, was re- 
garded as an effort to win over 
Antonescu’s close friend, the for- 
mer Liberal Premier George Bra- 
tianu.

McReynolds, whose supporters) 
believe he has made marked gains 
in the last week, including sup- 
port from the anti-Dickmann fac- 
tion in St. Louis, spoke before a 
Clay County meeting sponsored by 
the Young Democratic Club. 


His geographical references were 


to a possible eastward movement 
of political boss control from Kan- 
sas City, “the city by the Kaw,” 
whose Pendergast machine has 
been badly battered in 16 months 


of Federal, State and municipal re- 
form attacks, to a new position in 
St. Louis, near the Missouri River. 

McReynolds repeated a_ state- 
ment made in his campaign open- 
ing at Carthage last week that he 
did not believe laws establishing 
State control of police and elec- 
tion boards in St. Louis, Kansas 
City and St. Joseph should in ef- 
. fect be repealed by machine selec- 
tion of a candidate for Governor, 
which would give the machine con- 
trol of the city police and election 
boards. | 

“In that speech I mentioned no 
mames and no communities,” Mc- 
Reynolds said. “But immediately 
after the publication of my speech, 
Mr. McDaniel rushed into the pa- 
pers with what amountetd’ to an 
admission that my statements ap- 
plied to him.” 

This reference was to state- 
ments by McDaniel and Mayor 
Dickmann charging that McRey- 
nolds had solicited the support of 
the Mayor’s organization in St. 
Louis. 

“Immediately after Mr. McDan- 
fel’s original announcement,” Mc- 
Reynolds continued, “both Mayor 
B. F. Dickmann and Robert E. 
Hannegan, chairman of the City 
Democratic Committee, who are 
the titular heads of what is re 
ferred to in public print as the 
Dickmann machine in St Louis, 
announced that they were support- 
ing Mr. McDaniel. So there can 
be no doubt that Mr. McDaniel is 
their candidate, 

“When I discussed with them the 
gubernatorial situation, they indi- 
cated to me they were not satis- 
fied with the recognition they had/ 
received from the Governor's of- 
fice and for that reason they 
would have their own candidate 
in the person of Mr, McDaniel.” 

“Now, the question involved is 
mot one of personalities,” Senator 
McReynolds said. “It is a question 
of the application of certain funda- 
mental] political principles. 

“T have heretofore said that I 
did not think that those laws 
should be repealed, in effect, by the 
selection of a candidate for Gov- 
ernor, which would give control of 
the police boards and the election 
commissioners to a city n.achine, 
I again reiterate that statement. 

“While Kansas City has appar- 
ently solved its problem, little pur- 
pose could be served if it merely 
results in the transfer of machine 
control from the mouth of the Kaw 
to the mouth of the Missouri 
River.” 

Senator McReynolds was a Sen- 
ate leader in the successful fight 
in the 1939 Legislature for passage 
of Gov. Stark’s bill which took con- 
trol of the Kansas City Police De- 
partment from the T. J. Pender- 
gast political machine and restored 
it to the State. Passage of that 
bill, after a bitter legislative con- 
test, was one of the major factors 
in weakening the Pendergast ma- 
chine, once dominant in State gov- 
ernmental affairs.

An information alleging that 
Charles F. Lutz, wealthy 86-year- 
old retired interior decorator, is of 
unsound mind, filed in Probate 
Court today, disclosed that he had 
been married, for a sixth time, to 


Mrs. Emma A. Trefts, widow, 
whose $250,000 breach of promise 
suit against Charles Mueri, builder, 
has been pending for six years. 

The information was filed by his 
sixth wife, whom Lutz sued for 
divorce April 10. Asserting he was 
worth about $150,000, she asked for 
an inquiry to determine if he is 
capable of managing his affairs. 
The application was set for hearing 
before Probate Judge Glendy B. 
Arnold May 7. Lutz resides at 4634 
Loughborough avenue, 

Fourth Divorce Suit. 


No action has been taken on 
Lutz’s divorce suit—the fourth he 
has filed in his marital career. 
He and Mrs, Trefts, who is in the 
early 50’s, were married at Union, 
Mo., last Feb. 15’ and separated 
April 8 Luwutz’s petition alleged 
she was cross and quarrelsome, 
stayed out most of the day until 
late in the evening, neglecting to 
provide his meals at regular hours 
required by his age. 


William C. McLaughlin, attorney 


for Mrs. Trefts, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he did not 
think she had been served with 
notice in the divorce case. She 
formerly resided at 3743 Louisiana 
avenue. Her suit against Mueri, 
South Side contractor and real es- 
tate dealer, filed in 1934, alleged 
that she waited 16 years in the ex- 
pectation Mueri would marry her. 

Mueri was married Nov. 24, 
1934, to Miss Katherine Wolfert, 
1926 Lami street; Miss Wolfert was 
35 then, Mueri 46. Miss Wolfert 
had sued Mrs. Trefts for $50,000 
damages, alleging Mrs. Trefts beat 
her in an apartment building at 
5715. South Broadway where Mueri 
resided. 


Cash Settlements. 


Lutz’ first wife died in 1927. He 
married her sister the next year 
and obtained a divorce in 1929 when 
the latter was 68. It was announced 
she received a $5000 settlement. 
Marrying again, he divorced a 34 
year-old wife in 1931, making a 
$20,000 cash settlement, 

Divorce parted him from a 43- 
year-old third wife in the summer 
of 1933 and he estimated his set- 
tlement with her at more than 
$50,000. Then he said he would 
mever try marriage again but 
three months later he married an 
old friend Mrs. Margaret Borne- 
mann widow residing at the St. 
Louis Altenheim. She died at the 
age of 72 in 1934.

MILLIGAN ADDRESSES LAW

Maurice M. Milligan, former 
United States District Attorney at 
Kansas City, described the job of a 
Federal prosecutor today to 150 stu- 
flents of Washington University’s 
law school. illigan recently re- 
signed to become a candidate for 
the Democratic senatorial nomina- 
tion.

ELECTION BY A LANDSLIDE

Named Bargaining Agent in 48 Plants, With 
68 Pct. of Votes—A F L 
Picked in Five. 


DETROIT, April 19 (AP)—The 
CIO won a decisive victory over an 
AFL industrial union in the Gen- 
eral Motors employes’ election yes- 
terday. 

The United Automobile Workers 
(CIO), by winning elections in 48 
plants, gained the right to bargain 
for more than 120,000 of the corpo- 
ration’s hourly wage earners. 

Five plants, with 6537 workers, 
certified to the National Labor Re- 
lations Board for ‘the elections, se- 
lected the AFL-affiliated United 
Automobile Workers to represent 
them. 

Although individual plants were 
designated as separate bargaining 
units, the corporation agreed to ne- 
gotiate with each union for all the 
plants it won on “issues common to 
all” such plants. 

Leaders of the two unions, which 
have opposed each other since the 
original UAW split into the two 
groups more than a year ago, indi- 
cated they would press for negotia- 
tions to amend the basic contract. 
Each union plans to demand a gen- 
eral wage increase, vacations with 
pay, recognition of shop stewards, 
and seniority and overtime clauses. 

94 Per Cent of Employes Voted. 

Of 137,451 workers eligible to vote 


fn the elections, 128,957, or nearly, 


94 per cent, cast ballots. R. J. 
Thomas, president of the CIO 
union, said “the overwhelming num- 
ber of eligible voters who took ad- 
vantage of their right to vote 
should be a salient indication to 
politicians bent on destroying the 
(Wagner) act that the mass of the 
workers is solidly behind the act.” 
At Washington, John L. Lewis, 
CIO chieftain, said the selection of 
the CIO union in most’ plants is “a 
triumph for industrial unionism.” 
“The results are entirely satisfac- 
he said. “They definitely 


The CIO received 84,024, or ap- 


_ proximately 68 per cent of the valid 


votes, the AFL 25,911 or 21 per 
cent, and 11 per cent of the work- 
ers expressed a preference for 
neither union. The AFL union’s 
percentage was its best showing in 
any major election in the auto in- 
dustry. 


AFL Loses in Michigan. 

No plant in Michigan, principal 
center of General Motors opera- 
tions gave the AFL union a major- 
ity. Its victories were in Fisher 
body and Chevrolet plants in Nor- 
wood, O., and Kansas Citv, Mo.,. and 
in the New Departure Division at 
Meriden, Conn. 

Walter P. Reuther, director of the 
G. M. department of the CIO, said 
the Norwood unionists “voted be- 
fore the election to affiliate after 
the poll with the union which 
emerged strongest,” and added, “I 
don’t think the AFL will hold the 
Kansas City and Meriden plants 
either, in the face of this great 
vote.” The AFL made no comment. 

In addition to its 48 plants, the 
CIO had a majority of the valid 
vote in a small Detroit Chevrolet 
experimental unit, but since suffi- 
cient votes were challenged to up- 
set this majority, a run-off may be 
necessary. Other run-off elections 
appeared in prospect in the big 


Delco-Remy plant at Anderson, 
Ind., where more employes pre- 
ferred neither union than voted for 
either, and in the Baltimore Chev- 
rolet and Detroit Fisher Body 
No. 40 plants, where neither union 
obtained a majority. 

Both Unions Rejected. 
Workers in the Harrison Radi- 
ator Division at Lockport, N. Y., 
rejected both unions by a large ma- 
jority. 

The Mechanics’ Educational Soci- 
ety of America, an independent 
union, won maintenance employes 
in the Detroit Diesel engine divi- 
sion election from the CIO, but 
failed to get a majority in an un- 
opposed poll in Detroit research 
laboratories, 

The CIO opposed AFL craft un- 
ions in departments of nine plants, 
winning five of them from the 
Pattern Makers League of North 
America. These five departments 
will be grouped for bargaining pur- 
poses with the production work- 
ers, the CIO representing the en- 
tire plant. Die sinkers locals of 
the AFL International Association 
of Machinists defeated the CIO in 
a department of the Buick plant 
at Flint, and neither the machin- 
ists or CIO could gain a majority 
in a department of Chevrolet forge 
plant at Detroit. 


C1O GETS 86°PCT. 
OF ST. LOUIS VOTES 


Employes of the three allied fac- 
tories of the General Motors Cor- 
poration here voted overwhelming- 
ly in favor of the CIO United Auto- 
mobile Workers’ Union as their col- 
lective bargaining agent, it is an-' 
nounced by the local office of the 
National Labor Relations Board. 

In this they followed the national 
trend of General Motors workers, 
who participated in the largest in- 
dustrial bargaining election ever 
held. 

The choice in each of the three 
St. Louis plants, centering at Union| 
boulevard and Natural Bridge ave- 
nue, was the same. Bargaining 
rights are by individual factories. 
Indicative, however, of relative un- 
ion sentiment in the establishments 
here, the CIO unit received 2595 
votes, or 86.3 per cent of the 3007 
ballots cast and 81.6 per cent of 
the 3178 employes eligible to vote. 

For the rival AFL United Auto- 
mobile Workers’ Union, which split 
from the CIO body in 1938, but has 
not been active in General Motors 
plants here, there were only 23 
votes, or seven-tenths of 1 per cent 
of the total cast. A total of 373 
workers declared themselves 
against representation by either or- 
ganization—12.4 per cent of the 
vote. This opposition to both un- 
ions was especially pronounced in 
the Chevrolet factory. Results by 
plants follow: 

Fisher Body—1534 employes eligt- 
ble, 1455 votes cast, 1346 for CIO, 
10 for AFL, 92 for neither, one bal- 
lot void, one blank, five challenged 
by observers and not counted.

WAGE-HOUR AGENCY’S RULE 
FOR EXEMPTING RETAILERS 


Law Not Applied If 50 Pct. or More 
of Dollar Total Is in Retail 
Sales. 

WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP).— 
The Wage-Hour Administration 
said yesterday that it would not 
seek to apply the wage-hour law to 
any retail establishment in which 
“50 per cent or more of tbe dollar 
value of total sales are retail sales.” 

The rule was laid down for the 
benefit of the wage-hour field force 
in determining whether a commer- 
cial establishment is exempt from 
the law as a retailer. Field inspec- 
tors were told that “retail sales” 
meant “sales to individual consum- 
ers.” 

The law specifically provides that 
minimum wage and maximum hour 
requirements shall not apply to em- 
ployes engaged in any retail or 


iservice establishment the greater 


part of whose selling or servicing 
is in intrastate commerce.

They 
de not have and cannot hope to have the expert infor- 
mation to decide complicated problems of our high- 
ly specialized society. Neither can legislative bodies. 
It was in recognition of this very fact that Congress 
turned to the administrative agency more than 50 
years ago as the device for bringing expert judg- 
ment to bear on the issues which an industrial age 
was handing up to government for solution. 
Charles Evans Hughes fought this battle and won 
it in New York State a generation ago. New York 
had turned to a State commission to regulate its 
railroads, and the issue arose as to whether questions 
of fact should be reviewable in the courts. In the 
address which contained the often-quoted words, “We 
are under a Constitution, but the Constitution is 
what the Judges say it is,” the present Chief Justice 
appealed to the people of New York not to bog down 
their courts with appeals which would tie up regula- 
tion to no good end.

But it threatens the Union as surely as 
did the Civil War 75 years ago. For it is 
destroying the fundamental condition which 
made the United States the world’s most 
prosperous nation—free trade over an area 
large enough to function as a successful 
economic unit. 

The states have been building tariff walls. 
They are called by more euphonious names, 
of course, since state tariffs are unconsti- 
tutional. They pass as inspection laws, 
quarantine laws, tax laws. But whatever 
the labels, they attempt to protect home 
industry and they operate to hamper the

In greater or 
smaller measure, they imitate the principle 
of economic autarchy which has helped 
make Europe a shambles.

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AMERICA AND THE NETHERLANDS INDIES. 

Matters crucial to America are involved in the 
warning, indorsed by the President, that Secretary 
Hull has just issued on the status of The Nether- 
lands . Indies. 

If the Nazi threat to overrun the mother country is 
fulfilled, then these rich islands will be orphaned— 
untold spoils left unguarded, save for their own 
meager defenses, ready to be picked up by the first 
international pirate who comes along. 

Japan has long had its eyes on this colonial em- 
pire. Holland’s naval building and the islands’ re- 
cently increased defenses have been motivated 
almost entirely by the Japanese threat. The British 
naval force in the Pacific has been another defense, 
but Britain now is otherwise occupied, and its 
strength at the Singapore base is doubtless consider- 
ably reduced. It is a glittering temptation to the 
Japanese; with the Indies’ great stores of oil and 
minerals, they would become almost invulnerable. 

There have been reports that, if Holland falls to 
the Nazis, Britain will take the islands under its 
protection. Such a step, it might appear, would not 
jeopardize American interests in the Pacific so much 
as Japanese seizure of the islands. Yet our Govern- 
ment seemingly feels that a move of this sort by 
Britain might be the signal for an attack by Japan, 
with the result that the war would be spread to

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A TOPEKA EDITOR IN CONTEMPT. 

The Topeka State Journal is making it hot for 
protected vice in Kansas’ capital city. Blazing away 
at a condition which it charges ineludes payoffs to 
officialdom, the newspaper has been instrumental in 
obtaining a State inquiry. Its recommendation that 
Police Chief Charles McKnaught be removed has 
been taken up by the State Attorney-General, who 
has filed an ouster suit against McKnaught in the 
Kansas Supreme Court. 

The city administration in Topeka doesn’t like all 
this. In particular, Mayor John Scott, who appointed 
the Police Chief, is incensed. To hit back at the cru- 
sading newspaper, for that seems to be the only ex- 
planation, Mayor Scott’s City Attorney and Policé 
Judge have held E. B. Chapman, a Journal editorial 
writer and veteran Topeka newspaper man, in con- 
tempt of court for not disclosing the source of his 
information as to the vice payoff. The statute under 
which he is held allows penalties of 90 days in jail 
or a $300 fine or both. 

This is an old story. Scores and scores of editors 
and reporters have been haled before criticised 
officials under similar circumstances. It is only 


themselves that men of the press have to pay for 
their double desire to s.rve their communities and 
to preserve confidences. The surest protection is 
the immunity statute, such as Maryland and New 
Jersey have enacted, which gives newspaper confi- 
dences the status of confidential relations between 
physician and patient or lawyer and client. 
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Archeologists have found the tomb of another 
Pharaoh, who, they suspect, was Solomon’s father- 
in-law. That’s not a suspicion; that’s a cinch bet. 
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A WALLOP FOR SCIENCE. 

We have broken many a lance for good old sci- 
ence, but we refuse to run a fever over the latest 
wallop one branch of it bas received. The science— 
or so-called seience—of child care is left looking 
pretty silly by the latest report on Jimmy and John- 
ny Woods, New York’s “behavioristic twins,” on 
their eighth birthday. 

Johnny got the full benefit of all the new theories 
on how the young twig should be bent. Jimmy was 
left to grow up in his own unchaperoned way. Jim-

ARDLY had Dr. Westrick, newly ap- 
pointed commercial counselor to the 
German Embassy, arrived in this country 
than he began discussing for the press his 
plan—somebody’s plan, at any rate—-where- 
by the United States would lend billions to 
eat Britain, France, Germany and other 
ries of Europe, “once the war is over.” 
He suggests a 50-year maturity and an in- 
terest rate of perhaps 1% per cent. 

It is hard to account for this peculiarly 
ill-timed proposal except by surmising that 
Dr. Westrick and his Government think it 
possible (1) to commit American popular 
opinion now to the making of huge foreign 
loans at the conclusion of Europe’s war, 
and (2) to insure now that Germany shall 
be included among the favored borrowers, 
irrespective of the outcome of the struggle. 

If these be the purposes Dr. Westrick 
was sent here to accomplish, it is enough 
to say that he is on an impossible mission. 


Equally premature and bootless must be 
any proposals, from whatever overseas 
source, respecting international loans to be 
made when the war ends. At this time, no 
possible basis of inter-godvernment credit 
exists, nor any credit basis upon which 
American investors might justifiably be 
asked to purchase the after-the-war obliga- 
tions of any European government, 


If a basis of faith upon which interna- 
tional loan transactions could rest is to exist 
when the war ends, it will have to be creat- 
ed by and through the nature of the peace 
that ie yet to be made. 

But if any government among the bel- 
ligerents thinks to offer a post-war loan 
plan as a bait by which to entice Washing- 
ton into discussion of peace terms while 
the war is going on, it must be reminded 
that we cherish no illusions as to the role 
which a nation that has had no part in the 
war will be allowed to play in making the 
peace. - 

An invitation to us to underwrite the re- 
construction of Europe, which may be what 
Dr. Westrick has in mind, is quite a differ- 
ent matter. Our response to such over- 
tures cannot even be considered until we 
have seen what remains to be reconstructed, 
in what temper toward one another the war 
has left the peoples of Europe and the gen- 
eral status of the Continent at the time.

Birds 
bent on pulling spears of young corn oF 
picking berries are supposed to fear thes¢ 
effigies. Do they? That is the question. 

Preliminary experiments conducted DY 
Don Hayne, assistant research specialist in 
the college Zoology Department, seem 
prove that birds quickly get onto Mr. Scare 
crow. They approach him cautiously at 
first, take a chance at picking a blade oF 
a berry. When they find he doesnt carry, 
out his threat, they ignore him. | 

Many practical farmers are co-operating 
in the study and are sending in some uniqué 
home inventions. Machinery has been ad¢- 
ed to the scarecrow to make him danc 
about, swing his arms and otherwise s¢ 
ticulate. Bells and gongs are kept ringin® 
by small motors. One of the most promis 
ing inventions is an acetylene exploder that 
pops off at regular intervals. The birds 
as yet seem not to have learned that this 
also is a phony so far as real danger is 
concernéd. 

Preventing the depredations of birds is 
worthy of research, since much annual joss 
to grain and fruit growers is involved.

Because of the 
difference in time between En- 
gland and New Zealand, it is the 
current story around Wellington 
that New Zealand technically de- 
clared war before England. 

“We have an American colony in 
Wellington of abou’ 50 families, 
most of them representing Amer- 
ican trade interests there,” Curtis 
said. New Zealand, he said, is far 
from the beaten path, with few in- 
ternational incidents to disturb the 
placid routine of the island. The 
whole tenor of life there is in- 
formal. 

“New Zealand is one of the most 
loyal parts of the Empire,” he add- 
ed. “It’s bound to England eco- 
nomically because England imports 
all the wool, mutton and dairy 
products that form the bulk of 
New Zealand's exports. There are 
one and a half million people and 
30 million sheep there.” 

100th Year of English Rule. 

Curtis remarked that this year 
was the 100th anniversary of En- 
glish rule over New Zealand, the 
Maori tribes having signed a treaty 
in 1840, acknowledging Queen Vic- 
toria as their sovereign.

Late in May he will go to 
Washington, D. C., for further in- 
structions, and probably will be 
sent to a new post. It is the cus- 
tom to shift men in the foreign 
service to new cities every three 
years.

Mr. Beer was found dead in his 
Hotel Albert room by a clerk a few 
hours after a physician had given 
him treatment. Because of poor 
health, he had not published a 
work since 1933 when’ his collec- 
tion of short stories, “Mrs. Egg 
and Other Barbarians,” was is- 
sued. 

At the time of his death he was 
writing two books, one an art 
criticism begun in 1930 as a study 
of the influence of color on hu- 
man life and the other a novel to 
have been entitled, “The Wall and 
the Arrow.” 

His best known work, “The 
Mauve Decade,” published in 1926, 
had a sale of only 22,000 copies, but 
it attracted the attention of nearly 
every American man of letters. 

This work “Stephen Crane,” pub- 
lished in 1923, and “Hanna,” pub- 
lished in 1929, were credited with 
playing an important part in shap- 
ing contemparary methods in 
biography and history. 

His other works were “Fair Re- 
wards,” “Sandoval,” and “The 
Road to Heaven.” 

The writer was born in Council 
Bluffs, Ia. He was graduated from 
the Yale University in 1911, and lat- 
er studied law at Columbia Univer- 
sity. His short stories appeared 
in many popular and class maga- 
zines. 

Mr. Beer served as a private in 
the United States Army in 1917, 
and spent six months in France as 
a First Lieutenant of Field Artil- 
lery on the Eighty-Seventh Division 
staff. .

When all was said, Glenn 
was offered the same $7500 con- 
tract, and informed that a clause 
would be included giving him a 
chance to earn an additional 
$2500, which would make his po- 
tential salary $10,000.

The new 
offer was for $5000.

ASEBALL rules provide that 
B: player’s salary, if he misses 
spring training, starts when 
he convinces the club that he is 
fit for duty. And so Glenn, if he 
signs for $5000, may receive less 
than that, after penalties for

Glenn, who received $8500 for 
his services in 1939, was one of 
the baseball players who applied 
for unemployment relief checks 
during the winter. He explained 
subsequently, with photographs, 
that he intended to. give the 
money 80 received to his church.

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LABOR, NOT GOLD, BACK 
OF MARK, NAZI SAYS 


President of Reichsbank Asserts 
War Needs in Germany 
Must Be Put First. 


BERLIN, April 19 (AP).—Wal- 
ther Funk, president of the Reichs- 


Co.|bank and Minister of Economics, 


declared today “German reichs- 
mark currency is backed by Ger- 
jman labor and German achieve- 
ment, but not by some commodity 
(meaning gold) whose value and 
nature are determined by forces 
outside Germany.” 

Funk made this assertion in his 


04/address at the annual meeting of 


stockholders of the Reichsbank. Fi- 
nance, like everything else in Ger- 
many, recognized the supremacy of 
war needs, he said, 

“Lowering the (Reichsbank’s) 
discount rate constitutes the firct 
step toward a systematic lowerii¥ 
of the interest rate, whereby fi- 
nancing of the war is to be made 
easier, especially for the Reich but 
also for business,” Funk continued. 
“The Reich today pays on the aver- 
age only 3 per cent interest on its 
obligations.” 

(The Reichsbank’s statement of 
April 10 showed that on April 6 its 
discount rate nad been lowered 
from 4 to 3% per cent.) 

Germany’s war economy, Funk 
said, “in increasing degree liber- 
ates money by rationing essential 
needs, restricting production of 
consumers’ goods, progressively re- 
ducing stocks on hand in this sec- 
tor of economic life, refraining from 
investing in replacements and by 
a general lack of materials.” 

On the other hand; he said, more 
work was done in wartime and 
many lower-bracket wages moved 
into higher brackets. . Therefore 
“the volume of money increases 
while the volume of consumers’ 
goods declines.” 

After pointing out that it was not 
desirable to “reward” harder work 
by taxing away additional incomes 
earned thereby, Funk, nevertheless, 
insisted that “liquid assets which 
cannot be seized by taxation must 
be made available to the Reich via 
savings banks and the credit mar- 
ket.”

Admiral Samuel Robinson, chief

permit the navy to obtain bids for 
construction of 160,000 tons of fight- 
ing ships which would be author- 
ized—but not appropriated for—in a 
pending House bill.

Child's Effort 


HE secret of growth in learn- 
ing, of any kind, is activity and 
effort. The learner must make 
an effort, stretch his power in or- 


der to make growtn. 

That is the idea embodied in the 
old doctrine of effort that profes- 
sors of education used to insist 
upon their young teachers under- 
standing. Many mistakes were 
made in the name of that good 
doctrine. Teachers understood that 
it meant to make things hard for 
the children, and they did, with sad 
results. It does not mean that. It 
means that the teacher should give 
the child something just a bit fur- 
ther ahead of his present knowl- 
edg and power for the sake of his 
effort to reach it. 

Some good teachers and parents 
hate to see a child make an effort 
to accomplish his end. They rush 
to his assistance with advice, they 
hand him what they hope will 
bring his success sooner and more 
easily, finally, they take the job 
out of his hands, do it for him and 
hand it to him as a gift. When 
that is done the child has been 
robbed of his growth. Those who

do the work make the growth. 

When setting a goal for a child 
make certain that it is within his 
power, that he has to stretch him- 
self to reach it, and then let him 
alone. He may sweat and groan 
and struggle, but let him alone 
unless he asks for help. Then be 
chary about giving it and measure 
it according to his real need. Never 
lay hands upon his work. No mat- 
ter how imperfect his product, if 
it is his own he learns and grows 
by it. No matter how perfect 
it is, it has no meaning for him 
if another hand and mind perfect- 
ed it. He grows only by his own 
effort. Let him make it. 

This means that you do not do 
a child’s homework. He does it 
and hands it in as it leaves his 
hands. It is right to answer a 
question for him, to send him to 
a reference book, to help him find 
material, but the moment a 
hand is laid on a child’s work, it 
ceases to be of any value to him. 
And he is the only one to whom it 
can be of the least value. 

Let the child make his effort. 
Cheer him from the sidelines but 
keep off the field.

When Circus Per- 
formers Are on 
Tour, Their Kids 
Go Along With 
the Show—Some 
of Them Even Take 
Active Part in It.

MRS. ROY THOMAS, A TUMBLING 
CLOWN, HOLDS HER GRAND-

(CF trunks and lulled to sleep by 

blaring circus bands—learn 
early in life the lure of the tan- 
bark trail. While mama, in her 
spangled tights, rides bareback on 
a big white horse her toddling-age 
daughter looks enviously on. Some 
day she, too, will wear spangles 
and ride a big white horse. While 
papa, in grotesque get-up, clowns 
around the sawdust ring his young 
son resolves that some day he, too, 
will be a funny man and make 
children laugh and big folks ap- 
plaud. For circus people are a 
family folk. The kids go right 
along with the show and because 
the glamor of the big top is part 
of their life from birth, these 
youngsters usually grow up to be 
circus performers like their mamas 
and papas. 

In the “backyard” of the Police 
Circus out at the Arena I found 
Grandmother Thomas cuddling her 
two - months - old granddaughter, 
Marilyn Joyce. Baby Marilyn has 
the distinction of being the littlest 
tot on the lot and Grandma, who 
is a tumbling clown, says Marilyn 
is a perfect circus baby. She never 
cries, can sleep right through a 
fanfare and feels as much at home 
in a trunk drawer as another, and 
more pampered baby, would in a 
crib. 

“She was born in Tampa, Fla.,” 
Grandma Thomas explained, “in a 
Tin Can Tourist Camp.~ That’s a 
camp where us folks who live in 
trailers stay when we're not work- 
ing. These Tin Can Tourist 
Camps we call the ‘TCT Circuit’ 


IRCUS babies—cradled in 


‘and folks who live in these camps 


are called ‘TCT’s. We have a lot 
of fun and there’s a rule that any 
‘TCT’ gets fined if he is caught 
using anything but canned goods, 
except maybe something like bread 
and rolls. When we're not work- 
ing we give performances among 
ourselves, and I guess Marilyn 
heard her first circus band the day 
she was born.” 


Grandma Thomas herself was a 
circus baby. She says she's 44 
now and she and Grandpa Thomas 
once did a tumbling act. Now 
they're tumbling clowns and Mrs. 
Thomas is one of only three women 
clowns in the circus business, and 
the only one of the three that does 
an acrobatic clown act. Their 
daughter, Mrs. Marie Keller, who 
is Marilyn’s mother travels with 
them, too, and takes care of their 
clown wardrobe and baby Mari- 
lyn’s finery. For the Post-Dispatch 
photographer, baby Marilyn was 
dressed in a long white satin dress 
with a lace gertrude and a pink 
sweater.

When 
he emerged, he looked like a mini- 
ature Clark Gable and was smil- 
ing like a matinee idol.

Answering the questions specifi- 
cally: 

1. North's two heart 
Was eminently correct. 

2. South most decidedly should 
not have bid three hearts if he in- 
tended to go past game once this 
invitation was accepted by North. 

3. I will discuss this question 
later. 

4. Yes, North would have been 
well advised to go to five hearts 
after South was doubled at four 
spades. On the previous round 
North probably was right to pass 
to four spades on the theory that, 
while he disliked spades intensely, 
a five heart bid at this point would 
encourage South so much that he 
would surely go to a slam which, 
from North's point of view, was by 
no means desirable. 

South’s ultraconservative three 
heart bid and “trapping” four spade 
bid were completely typical of what 
one finds at thousands of bridge 
tables. Such sequences are horribly 
illogical! Let us analyze them. 
The three heart bid is not a force! 
Hence, when he makes this bid 
South runs the terrible risk of be- 
ing dropped short of game if 
North's holding 1s such that he 
cannot respond to a mere urge. 
North, on the other hand, is in the 
highly uncomfortable position of 
either dropping the three heart bid 
and thereby losing a game, or ac- 
cepting the invitation, bidding 
game, and then finding himself in 
the stratosphere. 

What sense does this make”? The 
answer is that South must not bid 
this way! Instead of bidding three 
hearts, he must select some bid 
which will be an absolute force, or 
must jump to game in hearts. A 
four heart bid over a two heart re- 
sponse is by no means a “closing 
bid.” On the contrary, it invites 
North to bid again if his holding 
warrants. Nothing destroys a part- 
nership faster than for one member 
to lull the other into a false sense 
of security by making a bid which 
can be dropped, then when it is not 
dropped, driving the bidding to an 
unlooked-for level.
